To the Bishops and Members of the General Conference - 

DEAR FATHERS AND BRETHREN—We, the members of 
the Colorado Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, - 
beg leave to call your attention to some facts in connection 
with the work of the Church in our mountain regions. 
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Many of our charges are widely separated, cases not 
being infrequent where from fifty to one hundred miles in- 
tervene between preachers. Many of these isolated charges 
are poor, and placed in the care of young men, probationers 
or supplies, who are called upon to solemnize matrimony, 
but being unordained are compelled to refuse, thus causing 
loss to themselves, and compelling the parties to a choice 
between a long, fatiguing and expensive journey, and em- 
ploying a justice of the peace, who in many cases is a man 
of disreputable habits and character. 

Again: In the mountain regions railway charges are 
very high (from six cents to ten cents per mile); and in case 
of complaints against a local preacher, the Presiding Elder 
finds it impossible to secure a meeting of a committee of 
local preachers, as required by the Discipline, and justice is 
thereby thwarted. 

In view of these facts, we would respectfully request 
that the following changes in our Book of Discipline be 
made: 

Ist Let 4 189, § 24, be amended by adding to it-the 
words, “and if he is unordained, to solemize matrimony, if 
authorized so to do by the laws of the State or Territory in 
which he resides.” 

2nd. Amend § 230, by adding to it the words: “If in 
the judgment of the Presiding Elder it be not possible to 
secure the meeting of such committee, then the case may be 
brought directly before the Quarterly Conference, due no- 
tice thereof having been given the accused.”

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EDUCATION. 


The University of Denver is the centre of our education- 
al concern and its welfare is our highest interest. 

In the hard year now ended its success, due. to the gen- 
erous efforts of its Faculties and friends, has been notable 
and gratifying. Thirty-seven have graduated from its 
schools, and there is fair prospect of larger patronage for 
Ate next year, and oe year will see improvements as fol- 

Ows 

The instruction given in the School of Law will be 
doubled in amount. 

The course in the School of Medicine will be length- 
ened to four years 

The courses in the School of Theology will be enlarged 
in the study of Sociology and-the English Bible. 

In the College of Liberal Arts additions will be made to 
the courses of Science, English History and Political Econ- 
omy. 

Methodist women supported for the year the Instructor 
in Modern Languages and they propose the same effort for 
the coming year; while the Alumni did as much for the 
Associate Professor of Biology and Physics, and for the 
year to come they will do the same. 

The School of Music has been put into the hands of 
Oliver B. Howell, whose success as founder and conductor 
of the Conservatory at Lincoln, Nebraska, gives reasonable 
assurance of a gratifying record here. The building at 
Fourteenth and Arapahoe west will be refitted for the use 
of the new Conservatory. 

The Chamberlin Observatory has now for a year been 
doing all that its friends anticipated. 

University Park is steadily improving as a suburb, at- 
tractive for residence, and its advantages have been in- 
creased by the establishment within its precincts of a well- 
ordered Methodist Church. 

The debt of the University has just been lightened by a 
gift of ten thousand dollars from friends in New York. A 
friend, convinced of the University’s coming importance, 
offers twenty-five thousand dollars at once upon the secur- 
ing of fifty thousand elsewhere, and it is believed that this 
kind offer can be met, and that the toil of Bishop Warren 
and others will bring relief. 

The Rev. W. H. Iliff has given his time to the University 
and has achieved an honorable and gratifying success in 
its moral and material advancement. 

The Rev. J. W. Linn last year offered, for the best gener- 
al scholarship in the Liberal Arts, a prize of twenty-five 
dollars. This encouragement has had an excellent effect. 
The prize was awarded ‘to Percy Fonda of Denver, in close 
competition with Miss N. McFarland of Longmont and 
Eugene Autram of Denver. 

We note with approval that charge for Tuition in the 
Preparatory and Collegiate Departments of Liberal Arts 
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has been changed to the modest and uniform rate of an In- 
cidental Fee of Ten Dollars per term. 

We name as Trustees for four years—John Evans, J. W. 
Gillully, J. H. Merritt, W.S. Lliff, B. T. Vincent, J. F.. Brown, 
S. H. Elbert. For two years—in place of I. BK. Blake, re- 
signed, A. L. Doud; and for three years in place of H. B. 
Chamberlin, resigned, F. J. Chamberlin. 

We name as Visitors for two years—H. EK. Warner, C. A. 
Crane, R. A. Carnine, C.-B. Spencer. 

We also recommend the appointment of W. F. McDowell 
as Chancellor; of A. B. Hyde, as Professor of Greek; of J. R. 
Van Pelt as Professor of Dogmatics and History; of W. F. 
Steele as Professor of Exegesis. 

Also the appointment of M. W. Hissey as Lecturer on 
Homiletics in the Hliff School of Theology; and W. H. Iliff as 
Traveling Secretary of the University of Denver. 

We recommend the appointment of A. A. Johnson as 
President of the State University of Wyoming. 

We urge upon our pastors and Churches closely to fol- 
low the directions of the Board of Education as to the ob- 
servance of Children’s Day. 

And we beg earnestly to offer the following 

RESOLUTIONS. 

1. That there be appointed in each charge of the Con- 
ference, at the first Quarterly Conference of the year, a Uni- 
versity Committee (the name of the chairman being prompt- 
ly reported to the Chancellor) whose office shall be to pro- 
mote the welfare of the University within the bounds of 
their charge. 

2. That for the immediate needs of the University we 
will, before October, take, in every charge, a collection of at 
least twenty-five cents per member (or as near that date and 
that sum as possible), and forward the amount to the Fi- 
nancial Agent of the University. 

3. That the Presiding Elders are hereby instructed to 
report the name of the Chairman of the Educational Com- 
mittee in each charge to the Pinancial Agent of the Univer- 
sity of Denver.

Ours is an age of organization. It is an age of organ- 
ized industry, oreanized Serene org canized christian 
benevolence. This has its dangers The organization and 
institutionalism of Romanism is one of its paramount 
curses, teaching its votaries, both in theory and fact, that 
the institutions and orders of the church will collect, secrete 
and administer its charities and your works, and that the 
individual, both layman and priest, need not give his life 
to charity personally administered, and good works unos- 
tentatiously pursued. This is history. Institutionalism is 
a mixed good. Works done only by committees, bureaus, 
institutions, may prove a blight and a curse to individual, 
spontaneous ¢ ood work. Institutionalism rings the curfew 
on the mission of the Good Samaritan. 

But this latest organizatioh of Methodism, the Epworth 
League and its little junior brother, does not aim at de- 
creasing but increasing individual responsibility and ac- 
tivity. “The Epworth wheel, ” a wheel in Methodism which, 
like the wheels of Ezekiel, has in it the livi ing spirit, moving 
on all the individuals who compose the mass, firing them 
with the intelligence and zeal of the Spirit. The Spirit is. 
in the wheel. The Epworth League, product of the good 
qualities of all its five predecessors, catholic as the spirit of 
John Wesley and Matthew Simpson, who furnish its mot- 
toes, and intense and practical as the genius of Bishop Vin- 
cent, who gave it its third motto, “lift up” as well as “look 
up,’ is for our young people an organized expression and 
an organized opportunity of the genius of Methodism. Up- 
on its banners are the familiar symbols for holiness, intel- 
lectuality, mercy and help, sociability, sacrifice. It is gath- 
ering the stones from all brooks for the young David in 
the new century to slay the giants. It is also polishing the 
living stones to shine like sapphires in the living temple of 
the new century. The Epworth League endorses the draft 
of the church of to-day, by guaranteeing its payment in the 
new century for every mission field and every black man, 
and every struggling society in our mountain frontiers. 

Already the ‘Epworth and Jynior Leagues find that the 
world is their parish. 

Therefore, by the Colorado Conference be it 

Resolved, Vhat we give to the Epworth and Junior Leagues 
our most active welcome and good will. We trust that as 
far and as rapidly as practicable the young people’s societ- 
ies of the churches will become chapters of the League. 
Though in this we do not counsel undue haste or any pres- 
sure; we do counsel the change only when the general sen- 
timent will vindicate and suggest rin 


We particularly counsel the formation of Junior Leagues 
to fulfil the provisions of the Discipline regarding the or- 
ganization of the children into classes for re lig ious instr uc- 
tion. 

We trust that the social life of the chapters will be man- 
aged in the interest of Christian character 
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We disapprove of questionable entertainments, and of 
making the chapters primarily a money-making machine, 
which perverts and destroys the true ideas of benevolence 
and support of the church. 


We commend the Zfworth Herald and its clarion note to 
all the young people of the church. We are pleased that its 
subscription list is pushing on toward the 100,000 line. We 
do not advise the founding of a Junior Herald until the field 
and the need have been more fully defined. 


We cominend the interest taken in our church chapters 
by our Presiding Elders, and the energy of the officers of 
the State League.

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faithfully responded to the commands. In the midst of the 
year’s conflicts you have borne, with us, the heat and _bur- 
dens of the day, as well as the blunt of the battle. Your 
earnest endeavors, your fidelity to the cause of Christ, was. 
not to the end that we should receive honor, but because 
of your unfeigned love for the Master, your burning de- 
sire to see souls saved. 

Victories of the year past have not been without sacri- 
fices, discouragements and seeming losses ; but the achieve- 
ments, the gains, the bright future, more than compensate 
for any and all losses. Not only have we met the financial 
stress at home, but we have reached out a helping hand to 
others in like circumstances. We have struggled with pov- 
erty, financial depression and drouth.

The present Colorado Conference was organized under 
the name of the “Rocky Mountain Conference,” at Denver, 
Colo., July 10, 1863, by Bishop Edward R. Ames. O. A. Wil- 
lard was chosen Secretary. There were present Three El- 
ders, One Deacon and Two Preachers on Trial who were 
recognized as members of this new organization. Sev- 
eral “Supplies” also had a part by reporting for Charges 
which they had filled. 

At the session of the General Conference held in 1864, 
the name was changed to the “Colorado Conference.”

Preach- 
ing services are held in connection with all the Missions as 
well as special meetings, classes of instruction, etc. The 
labor is largely without cost; and the payments of the stu- 
dents is barely a living, and in some cases not that. 

The provision for the expenses, aside from the offerings 
by the schools and congregations themselves, is made by 
generous gifts of good workers and friends privately, and in 
connection with Young People’s Societies in our Churches. 

Debts are absolutely prohibited. Our people will un- 
derstand therefore that the work must stop when the re- 
sources give out! But we are satisfied that the generous 
hearts by whose holy offerings we have been able to go on 
during the past year will still help us. The “People’s s Lec- 
ture Course,” under the auspices of the Larimer Street Mis- 
sion, netted $660.11, which is the beginning of a Chapel 
Fund.

DENVER, JUNE 8, 1895. 

The meeting of the Lay Conference was called 
to order by Ira M. DeLong, of Boulder. 

Dr. J. C. Shattuck, of Denver, was elected tem- 
porary chairman, and J. F. Keating, of Aspen, tem- 
porary secretary. 

On motion a Committee on Credentials was 
appointed, consisting of Ira M. DeLong of Boul- 
der, W. L. Hartman of Pueblo, and J. W. Gilluly 
of Denver. a 

It was then ordered that the minutes of the 
Conference be published, and that a collection be 
taken to defray the cost of, publication. The 
amount of the collection taken was $1o. 

On motion, a committee of three was appoint- 
ed on Order of Business. The Chair appointed E. 
Price of Glenwood Springs, G. J. Bowman of Pu- 
eblo, and B. L. Olds of Grant Avenue, Denver. 

At this point in the proceedings greetings were 
extended to the Lay Conference on behalf of the 
Annual Conference. Rev. Robert McIntyre was 
called on and responded with a brief address. Dr. 
T. C. Iliff. of Utah Mission, also spoke briefly. 

Prof. Strong, of Denver University, A. J. Dick- 
son of Glenwood Springs, and I. J. Keator of Ord- 
way were appointed to extend greetings to Annual 
Conference, and to arrange for a joint meeting of 
the two Conferences.

A motion to appoint a Committee of Five on 
Resolutions prevailed, and the Chair appointed 
Brother Courtney, Brother Keator of Ordway, 
Bro.

R. J. VanValkenburg of Erie, and Brother Frank 
Collins. 

It was ordered that all resolutions be referred 
to the Committee on Resolutions, without motion. 

Moved that when we adjourn we meet with 
the Annual Conference before reconvening to fin- 
ish the work of the Lay Conference. Motion car- 
ried. 


2.30 P. M. 
The first business of the afternoon session was 
the hearing of the report of the Committee on 


Resolutions. 
Dr. J. C. Robinson, on behalf of the Committee, 


presented the following report: 
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WHEREAS, The maximum efficiency of our Church car 
_be attained only by a constant and cordial co-operation of 
the ministry and laity in every department of church work : 
and 

WHEREAS, This can be only through equal representa- 
tion in the General Conference; and 

WHEREAS, This is impossible under our Constitution as. 
construed by the late General Conference; and 


WHEREAS, An attempt to amend said Constitution by 
what is known as the Restrictive Rule plan showed that less 
than one-third of the traveling preachers gave their consent, 
while three-fourths are required; therefore 


1. Resolved, That we memoralize the General Conference, 
which is to meet at Cleveland, Ohio, in May, 1896, to provide 
for a comimission, to be composed of an equal number of 
ministers and laymen—say from ten to fifteen of each—to be 
ehosen by the ministerial and lay members of the General 
Conference respectively, from such equitable districts as. 
may be agreed upon, and that said commission shall meet 
as early in the ensuing quadrennium as convenient, and 
formulate a Constitution for the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, under which equal representation may be possible, 
and it may propose such other modifications of our polity 
as the experience of more than a hundred years suggests 
for its better adaptation to the changed conditions around 
us, and that the draft of such an amended constitution be 
submitted to the laity and ministry, as a whole, or with one 
or more separate propositions, which, when adopted, shall 
become the Constitution of the Methodist Episcopal Church. 


2. Resolved, That our delegates to the General Conference 
be instructed to confer with the other lay members of the 
General Conference, to be held in Cleveland, in May, 1896, as 
to the propriety of organizing a National Laymen’s Associ- 
ation, for the purpose of promoting the interests of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church by a fuller recognition of the 
laity as a factor in church work; the necessity of such an 
organization and its details to be left with the lay members. 
of the General Conference, who for this purpose shall be 
deemed a National Convention of Methodist Laymen, with 
full power to act in the premises. 

WHEREAS, The University of Denver and Colorado Sem- 
inary is enjoying unprecedented success in a wise adminis- 
tration of its affairs, and in timely and munificent gifts from 
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its true and loyal friends, and especially in the increased 
favor in which the University is held by our people and the 
public at large; therefore be it 

3. Resolved, By the Colorado Lay Electoral Conference, 
now in session, that we are grateful to Almighty God for 
the signal favors he has vouchsafed to our beloved institu- 
tion. 

4. Resolved, That we congratulate Chancellor McDowell 
and his able co-workers upon their signal success as in- 
structors, and the Trustees for their wise administration of 
the affairs of the University during the trying times through 
which they are passing. 

0. Resolved, That we record our high appreciation of the 
liberal benefactions of all our contributing friends, and 
especially of the munificent gifts of Bishop and Mrs. H. W. 
Warren and Hon. John Evans. 

6. Resolved, That we tender our hearty thanks to the New 
York Methodists for their splendid and timely gift of $10,000 
to the University. 

7. Resolved, That we recommend that the churches of the 
Colorado Conference contribute annually twenty-five cents 
per member to the University fund. 

8. Resolved, That we approve the action of the Trustees 
in abolishing tuition charges in the University of Denver 
and Colorado Seminary. 

9. Resolved, That we hail with delight the grand success 
of the Epworth League, and believe it to be a providential 
opening for the utilization of the energetic forces of our 
young people and for the development of earnest Christian 
Character for the performance of intelligent Christian work, 
and would heartily recommend its organization in every 
church in the Conference. : 

10. Resolved, That we favor the abolition of the fixed time 
limit to the pastorate, but that pastors continue to be annu- 
ally appointed to their charges. 

11. Resolved, That the Church should devise means by 
which greater provision shall be made for the support of 


° 


worn-out preachers. 

12. Resolved, That it is the sense of this Conference that 
our Church at its General Conference should make an earn- 
est and persistent effort to bring about a reunion of the 
Northern and Southern Church, that our foreign as well as 
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home missionary work is embarrassed by the existence of 
two rival Methodist, Churches, that it is a great hindrance 
to successful work among the Freedmen, this continued 


separation involves a great waste of time and money, and 


greatly hinders the spiritual advance of the churches, that 
we should encourage the cultivation of a kindly fraternal 
feeling between said churches, that our General Conference 
should appoint a committee and invite a like committee 
from the Southern Church to confer in regard to the matter 
of reunion of the churches. 


13. Resolved, That we again express our unalterable hos- 
tility to the liquor traffic, and that we heartily endorse all 
right methods for securing legal prohibition. 

On motion, the resolutions were taken up in 
their order, and adopted, with the exception of 
resolution ten, relating to time limit of pastors to a 
charge. This resolution was tabled by a vote of 
Stone. 

‘| heresolution referring to the Epworth League 
was carried unanimously by a rising vote. 

‘The resolution relating to the liquor traffic was 
also carried unanimously. 

On motion of Prof. Ira M. DeLong, the follow- 
ing resolution was added to the above: 

Resolved, hat we express ourselves as heartily in favor 
of the admission of women to the General Conference, and 
that we ask our delegates to use every right effort to secure 
this great reform. 

This was carried by a unanimous vote. 

The next order of business was the election of 
two delegates and two alternates to represent the 
Colorado Conference in the General Conference, 
to be held at Cleveland in May, 1806. 

By motion it was decided that a majority vote 
be necessary to a choice.

WHEREAS, The Hon. John Evans has been prominently 
connected with the Methodist Episcopal Church fer nearly 
two generations of men; and 

WHEREAS, He has always been a faithful, active, and 
most capable member, thoroughly devoted to the interests 
of the church, not merely in his own community, but also 
throughout the country ; and 

WHEREAS, By his distinguished services, both at home 
and abroad, both in and out of the General Conference (of 
which, ever since the origin of lay delegacy, he has been a 
leading member), and by his long-continued and liberal 
support of the church’s great educational institutions in 
this and in other States, he has made his very name a sy- 
nonym for Methodist progress and growth; now, therefore, 
be it . 

Resolved, That this Lay Electoral Conference hereby 
nominates and elects this eminent brother and patriarch an 
honorary consulting delegate to the next General Confer- 
ence in 1896, and that it memoralizes that Conference, through 
its two regular delegates, to admit him in this honorary re- 
lation, and to allow him the marked but well earned court- 
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esy of a seat among the bishops and distinguished guests 
upon the platform of the presiding officer.
